I wish to refer to your letter of April 22, 1944 
regarding the small number of pupils at the Kingsclear 
Indian Day School. 


Since Ernest Polchies was sent to the School for 
the Blind at Halifax, there hes been only four pupils. 


The number of children in this reserve has been 
lessened some by Indian families moving awey when the 
father obtained a good job at some kind of wer work. 
This condition will last as long as the war lasts. 


There is however a new side to this problem now. 
Henry Solomon, an indien from Kingsclear reserve, who 
has been employed in Maine for some time, disappeared 
Christmas eve last year. Lest week his body was found 
in: the river near Preesqueisle, Mains. 


Yhis man left five children and two of these have 
been given a home by relatives in Kingsclear indian Xeserve 
Henry Berney Solomon, Age 12 #aken by Benjamin Tomah. 
Reginakd Solomon, Age 135, taken by Gabriel Solomon. 


I did not know that these boys were coming to 
Kingsclear to live until after they arrived, but the 
relations had talked’ of taking the children when they 
heard of Mr Solomon's disappearance, if he did not show 
up. His wife,who turned out to be a bad woman, left the 
family some time before his disappearance. The Indians 
say she is now serving a term in a house of correction 
at Skowhegen, Maine. 


This increases the nimber of children a school 
by two, or fifty per cent. irs Frank Sappier another woman 
of the Kingsclear reserve has been telking ef adopting «4 


child. If she does and it is of school age this wikl 
increase the number to seven pupils. 
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When the Indians were aware of the fact that the 
school might be closed on account of the small number of 
pupils, they began to ask for chil@ren to adopt. I did 
not know if this would meet with your approval or not, 
end so I @id not say much about it. 


Of course the ones who adopted the Solomon children 
had said when he was reported missing that if Mr Solomon 
aid not return to the family they were going to adopt 
some of the children, therefore their action had nothing 
to do with the school problem. 


The Indians of the Kingscleer reserve do not look 
kindly on the idea of closing their school and feel that 
they are being dsicriminated acainst as they say the war 
conditions have caused their men to go away and the children 
es well. 


There are, as stated above, two more pupils to go to 
school now and if the school would be kept open by one more 
pupil being adopted by a family and kept st school I feel 
that we would have no trouble in placing one in a good home 
with Mr and Mrs Seppier, who have no children of their own.

The interior of this school shoujd, 
if possible, be painted. However, if funds are 
too low, the next best thing would be to have 
@ proper person to wash walls and ceiling and 
woodwork with a proper chemical wash, that will 
remove the blackened condition of the interior. 


The floor must be washed, well dried 
and covered with hot oil, the out-houses white- 
washed, cleaned and repaired and a little minor 
repairs about school steps and fence, etc.

Rev. F. C. Ryan, Inepector of Indinn Schools 
for New Brunswick, hase forwarded the reports on his 
Anepvection of the schools in your Agency.

The Department has received a communication 
from Rev. Futher Ryan, in which he states that on several 
occasions two Indian women of the Reserve visited the Red 
Bank School and caused a disturbance. He states the names 
of these women are Mrs. Mary Sylvester Ward and Mre, Philip 
Young. Mre. Ward's last offence in disturbing the school 
was on the 19th inetant. Father Ryan states that the teacher 
ordered Mre. Ward to leave the school, but she suid that she 
would stay as long as she wanted, ana she kept the school in 
an uproar for twenty minutes. He states thet both these 
families ure receiving relief, ond aske that some action be 
taken to prevent further disturbance on the part of these 
women, and that the relief granted them be cancelled, 
pending their future good conduct. 


I have to request that on the oocasion of your 
next visit to this Reserve you will en yuire into the case of 
the disturbance at the school, and notify these women that, 
if there is any further complaint, steps wil! be t.ken to 
have them prosecuted by « magistrate. It is thought that 
you will be visiting Red Bank in the near future in connection 
with various matters affecting this Reserve, and you should 
then deal fully with the complaints above referred to. These 
two women should be made to understand that they are not to 
interfere with the teacher, or with the work of the classes 
in the school. 


Rev. Father Ryan further states thst the teacher 
lost her watch, ana it was reported that one of the Indian 
pupils, Raymond Young, a son of one of the women ment ioned 
above, found same. Father Ryan had the constable take this 
boy before the police magistrate, but the case was dismissed 
for want of the necessary evidence us to the boy's guilt. 
You might make enguiry into this matter also. 


It would be advisable to consult Father Ryan and 
the teacher regarding 411 the above complaints. After your 
visit, you should report fully to the Department any action 
taken. We are informing Father Ryan that the matters complained

This is a very small school. There are some 2 or 
3 too large to go, or will be next term; then there are 
3 or 4 who really should be in the Shubenacadie Indian 
School; in this case, we would not require the said 
school for a few years. If 5 or 6 children were sent 
to Shubenacadie School, the Red Bank School could be 
closed. In the end, I think 4 or 5 of these children 


will have to be sent as their surroundings are very 
poor.

In a report regarding his inazegtten, ef the 
Read Bank Indian Day School on the dist timo, Inspector 
Ryan writee as follows:- 


“Thies is a very small school. There are 
some 2 or 3 too large to go, or will be next 
term; then there are 3 or 4 who really should 
be in the Shubenacadie Indian School; in this 
case, we would not uire the said school 
for a few years. If or 6 children were sent 
to Shubenacadie school, the Red Bank School 
could be closed. In the end, I think 4 or 65 of 
these children will have to be sent as their 
surroundings are very poor." 


In view of the above, the Department would 
appreciate your report ful on the school situation 
at Red Bank. Please sta def tely whether or not you 
consider this echool should be continued. At the same 
time, you should give the number of children of school 

at present on the reserve, as well as the number 
ef those just under school age but who would likely 
attend within the next year or so.

In reply I beg to say that I have 
looked into this matter and I fim that there 
are Eleven children between the ages of 
6 and 13 years attending school, and ken there 
are 4 other children aged 4 and 5 years on 
the reserve, besides quite a mumber of still 
younger children. 


I cannot see why this school 
should be closed as the children are all making 
good progress, they attend regularally and 
have a very efficient teacher. The school building 
is in good condition and everything seems to be 
in order for contiming the school. 


In regard to the necessity of 
semiing any more of the children of the Red Bank 
reserve to the Shubenscadie school I cannot see 
where it exists, at present.

Three Indians from the Red Bank Reserve, who visited 
the Department today, complained of the way the coal supplied 
for the use of the Red Bank Indian Day School has been taken 
away. They said that Stanley Doran, the blacksmith, had stated 
that, on the authority of the Chief, he had removed five bags 
ef coal, which he had not returned. The Chief had no authority 
to grant permission to anyone to take away coal and you will be 
good enough to inform him accordingly. You should inform Doran 
that it is expected that he will return the quantity of coal 
taken by him at once. The Indians and others should understand 
that this coal is supplied for the use of the school only and 
must not be used for other purposes. 


In November, last, you submitted an estimate of the 
cost of erecting a combined coal ani wood shed for this school, 
but, as the price was considered excessive, you were requsted 
to endeavour to obtain a price for a much cheaper type of build- 
ing. The Indians request that the labous in erecting a combined 
shed which would serw the purpose be performed ty the Indians. 
It is now too late in the seasoygto do anything this winter, but 
the erection of this shed should not be lost sight of and you 
should draw it to the attention of the Department in the spring. 
It is considered that, if the lumber were supplied, the Indians 
could perform the labour themselves and the total cost should 
not exceed $75.00, as the Department has had similar work done 
at @ther schools for this amount. It will be necessary, in the 
construction of the shed, to provide for separate bine for the 
s0al and wood.

I have to refer to your report on your 
inepection, on May 30th, last, of the St. Mary's Indian 
Day School. Regarding the services of Wiss Mary T. 
Hughes, the teacher, I have to say it is considered, in 
view of your report, that her services should be die- 
pensed with at the end of the present school year. Miss 
Hughes was appointed teacher of this school from Sept- 
ember first, 1911. It is noted you suggest that a 
younger teacher be secured - one who would engender new 
iife in this school. 


The Department is not prepared to transfer 
Miss Hughes to either the Oromocto or the Kingsclear 
School and considers that it would be in the intereste 
of the work to retire her from further teaching services 
in our schools. If you concur in a change of tenecher 
for the coming acedemic year, I would request that you 
inform iiss Hughes that her services will not be required 
after the end of the present month. 


In view of her service the Department 
can allow Miss Hughes a gratuity upon retiring, equal to 
two months' salary. This is the full amount we can 
provide, under the regulations.

School for a number of years, asked me to read a letter 
which she received, a copy of which I am enclosing. 
according to this letter she has been dismissed. Perhaps 
it is not my affair, but Miss Hughes is one of the beat 
teachers in my agency, or at least I think so, and I 
think any of the Department officials who have visited 
thie school will agree with me. Her domestic work ia 
a credit to any teacher, and many of her pupils who 
have completed their education, or the number of yeare 
they are supposed to go to school, have compared very 
favorably with any other Indian or white students. 


Perhaps I should not interfere in thie 
matter, but I cannot understand why a teacher like 
Miss Hughes, who has given such satisfaction, should 
be dismieesd. If I am wrong in interfering in thie 
matter, I apol®gise to the Department.

On July 4th I wrote your Department that I had received from 
the Reverend F. C. Ryan a notice of dismissal as teacher in the Devon Indian 
School, and I asked if this was authorized by the Department but I have not 
yet had a reply. 

I was unable to understand this notice after 22 years of service, 
as my school had always been in ood condition, and no complaint had ever 
been made acainst me so far as I know. No person had ever su gested to me 
that anything had been wrong with my work and on one occasion the Demrtment 

| gee even presented me with a medal for the excellence @ the work done in my 
school. I hope, therefore, that you will see not only how unexpected, but 
also how unfair aud unjust the dismissal proposed by the Reverend F. C. Ryan 
would 0G. i trust that 1 shall receive word at once that the notice of the 
Inspecter is cancelled. 

I heave just heard that the Inspector has made unfavorable repats 
against we as o teacher during the last two years. If so, he mver made 
any representstions to me to the effect that wy work was not satisfactory, 
or that my methods should be changed. When I was teaching in schools which 
were inspected by trained inspectors I was complimented for the excellence 


of my work. 
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4s i said ay school has always been in good condition. 
would welcowe bDeving my schcol inspected oy any person who knows how to 
inspect a school; and if I am being dismissed becaise of the report of 
Inspector Ryan I would earnestly request the t some one who really knows 
how to inspect a school be sent to do 80. 

AS a matter of fact during two terms duping the last two years 
four of the classes were not examined by the Inspector at all. In the 
inspections in the Spring of 1931 and 1952 Reverend W. Osborne came to the 
school with the Inspector and took Grades 1 to 1V out of the class room 
into a small room adjoinine and purported to ke an examination of them 
while Pather Ryan examined the remaining pupils in the school room. That 
is all the examination that these grades received. So the inspector 
would know nothing about their condition except what he was told; and I 
know nothine about the kind of inspection which they received, because 
whatever was done was done behind my back. 

For sometime I have felt that for some indirect purpose the present 
inspector has been tryin to get me in an unfavorable position with the 
Department aud i did everything possible to avoid this. I explained this 
particularly to your representative Mr. Orr when he was here and he asm red 
me that I need not worry about that; but nevertheless I made sure that the 
Inspector should not have any reasonable cause of complaint against me. 

Kindly let me point out a few of the things that have happened 


@Quring the last few years in connection with this school. 
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Previous to 1950 the Reverend Father Ryan had expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with my work because one of my pupils md succeeded in winn- 
ing a medal for the best essay written in the Indian Schools,and another 
Pupil had succeede in successfully passing the Normal School Entrance exan- 
inations. afver this pupil nad passed this examimtion the Normal School 
@uboorities refused to accept her as @ student; so she went to the Frederiaon 
Business Collere and obtained a certificate there. 

In 1929 the Inspector urged that pupils be prepared fortie High 
School entrace examination. This was really a very diiiicult matter, as the 
course of study in the Indian Schools is not fitted to meet the requirements 
of entrance to high school, and I had to teach the work of the Provincial 
Schools in addition to the work required by the course in the Indian Schools. 
I had one pupil who was prepared in this way. I worked very hard with this 
pupil. I svent a er many hours with her in aidition to the re ralar school 
hours in civine her instruction, with the result the 1 succeeded in getting 
her to the point where she did siccessfully pass the examination and she 
received her certificate. 

The Inspector had told me that if I succeeded in having this 
pupil pass this examination successfully it would make a creat name for me 
with the Demrtment. When she did succeed 1 wrote the Inspector inforhing 
him of the fact, expecting he would be greatly pleased with the result; but 
he never even acknowledged receipt of the letter. Instead, he did this: He 
wrote the pupil herself that the Department wanted ber to go back to my school 
and qualify to write the entrance examinstion for the Normal School. In this 


letter he wrote the following amassing statements: 
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“Please remember the standing of your teacher is at stake, 

as well as any further increase in salery, together with 

the holding of her school, should she be unable to give you 

the required training,- so you and your pa rents can rest 

assured that the teacher is well qualified to do so, and 

the very moment she is not she does not hold her school.” 

It is hard to unierstand what prompted such a letter. Certainly 
nothing would be more likely to undermine discipline in an Indian School than 
such a letter about a teacher. 

Nevertheless l was prepared to undertake the work again, mt the 
pupil refused to co-operate. Perhaps one cald not expect anything else. Her 
sister had prepared ior and su sfully passed a similar examination, which 
lead to nothing, because the Normal School world not accept her. However I 
undertook to teach her Geometry and the other necessary subjects not on the 
ordinary course and did get her over part of the work successfully as the 
Inspector found when he visited the school - but she would not go on with tt 
work. 

Acein in 1932 when the Inspector was in the school I showed him 
some very excellent domestic science work that the pupils had done. Anong 
this was a sweater which a boy of 12 was knitting. The Inspector looked down 
at the larcer boys and stated in a very loud tone; 


"It is the wish of the Department that all the large boys make 


sweaters and if they do not the teacher should resign." 


Aeain is is hard to know what called for such a remark. No doubt 
he knew that the l.rge boys would not knit sweaters. When I told one of your 


representatives what the Inspector had done in the presence of the pupils he 
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stated that in his opinion it was mach better for the boys to study the 
academic work than spend their time in school knitting sweaters. 

Then in the fall of 1952 @hen certain books for use in the school 
were forwarded to me by the Department the Inspector ordered me not to use 
them, tut to pack them up and semi them back. I refused to do that and said 
I wonld have to follow the oriers of the Superintendent. The Inspector then 
called out in a loud voice in the presence of the pupils: 

"IT am the Superintendent. It is my school end if you use any 


books except those authorized by me, you will be put out." 


Apparently fron the letter of the Demrtment to me of October 14th 
last he mst have written the Department after this, that I wished to use the 
Canadian Readers instead of the vooks which had been sent me. If so, the 
statement was simply untrue, itor 1 very mich preferred those which the 
Department nad seit we aud which he ordered we to pack up ani send back. 
was thus left in a very difficult position and on October 24th, 1952 I ma 
again to write to inquire from the Departuwent whee orders I was to follow - 
because 1 then saw that the action of the Inspector was getting me in 4@ place 
where I might be subject to censure by the Department. 


I trast therefore that you will see that justice is done me as 4 


teacher of long standing and that you will not allow me to be thrust aside in 


this manner.
